New YorK, March 5.—Colonel C. W. Woolley 
of Cincinnati, who was Senator Pendleton's friend 
in the contest for the Senatorship last winter and 
6 years ago, said toa reporter at the St. James’ 
Hotel last night: Pendleton got his finishing 
dose from Bookwalter. Why I can remember 
when Pendleton came to me and called me 
au egotist because I wouldn't support 
Book walter. He said to me: 
‘You set yourself up as better than the party; 
you should iet the party decide for you.’ He 
got up a dinner for Bookwalter at Cincinnati to 
appease the wrath of prominent Democrats 
against Bookwalter, and he tendered his services 
to Book walter and the committeee, and then Gar- 
field died and there was no speaking, and Book- 
walter was defeated, and now he turns round and 
Stabs Pendleton.

FIRE BOATS. 


Throwing Water Long Distances—A Success- 
ful and Valuable kxperiment. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispaten. 

Nzw York, March 5.—About a thousand gen- 
tlemen, Including several judges, city officials and 
a large number of merchants aud brokers, yester- 
day afternoon responded to the invitation ex- 
tended by the Fire Commissioners to witness a 
public test ot the feasibility of forcing water from 
the river on an imaginary fire about a mile from 
the water supply. The weather was very cold. 
and the wind, which was from the northwest, 
was very high, and consequently un- 
propitious for a fair test. The fre- 
boat, Zophar Mills was stationed on 
the north side of the Harlem River, about a 
thousand feet from the Third Avenue Bridge, and 


from the boat, which has a capacity of 3,400 gal- 
lous a minute when working DOL: us engines; six 
lines of 24-inch hose were stretched tor a dis- 


tauce ol 500 feet, being the compiement for one 


engine. These six hose were tuen merged initio 
oue immense Cinen ose by means Of a six-Way 
counection. The Giuch hose, 100 leet long, 
was again divided by nieans of 
a three-way connectlon inw three 
streams through 34-inch hose for a distance 
of 760 feet, wulen brougut it out upon the Soutu- 
ern boulevard.

It is believed that three other man, 
who have not been traced, landed likewise at 
Southampton aud acted in concert with the three 
whose movements are partially known, but kept 
aloof from them. The three men first mentioned 
leit Southam pion about the same time two gen- 
tiemen came to London, where one went directly 
to the Waverly Hotel. He had with hima valise 
as heavy as lead. The other man went to the 
Waverly afew days later. 

AFTER THEY LEFT THE HOTEL 
two boxes made to contain small American 
clocks and the tray ofa cash box similar to that 
in the portmanteau found at the Padaington Sta- 
tion were discovered. The sailor took a ticket 
from Southam pion for Bristol, but this is not be- 
neved to have been his destination.

As the days 
ass without the discovery of the slightest fact 

at will serve as a clew. the poilee and the ex- 
press company realize that this is oneof the 
most diffeult cases to manage in ihe 
history of St. Louis crime. The chief criminal, as 
though the plot had been in his wind trom the 
very day he wem into the colmpuny’s service, 
conducted himself in such a manuer as to leave 
no louse strings by which he might be caught alt- 
er making the bold dash. Ordinarily when a man 
disappears it is a matter of tie 
difficulty to find scores of acquaintances 
wie eau tell of places be frequented, of people 
he corresponded with, of peculiarities | of taste, of 
atbousand and one things whieli are valuabie 
when atrail is being sought. Tiler, however, 
frequented no place, so far as Known, except his 
bourding-house and his business office. He had 
no famillars, few confidants, very few acquaint- 
ances, and bo known’ correspondents, 
It is possible that the secret of the 
crime is known onl to himself and 
the man uno aide him.

What Garfléld Said When He 
Made James Postmaster- 
General, - | 


An Unpublished Chapter of the Cele- 
brated Star Route Affair—Mr. James 
Did Not See Dorsey Prior to His Ap- 
pointment. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—Ex-Postmaster-Gen- 
eral James aud ex-Atiorney-General MacVeagn 
were examined to-day by the Springer Committee 
relative to the expenditures of the Department of 
Justice in the prosecution of the Star Route cases. 
Mr. James said that his attention was first spe- 
cially called to the Star Route matters by 


ex-United States Senator George E. Spencer of 
Alabama, and other well-informed gentlemen. It 
was their betief that milions of dollars had been 
wasted in unwecessary “Star service,” much of 
which haa never been performed, and procured 
by unproper means. It Was also maintained that 
an honest, thorough investigation would 
render practicable retreucument, wilh- 
out detriment to the service, 
which would not only make the Post Office De- 
partment self-sustaining, but it would yield a re- 
spectable revenue to the Treasury. Continuing, 
r. James said: That J entertained such views 
was more or less well known. The publicity 
given them. added to the fact tuat while postmas- 
er at New York and when asked by Stephen W. 
Dorsey to ceruly tm my official capacity 
toa large number Of papers conuected wun the 
contract office of the Post Omice Departwent, 1 
refused to do so, May account for the bitter 
opposition to my appointment to the Cabinet 
position which developed in cerfain quarters. 1 
went to Washington ou the night of the 2d of 
March, 1881, in auswer to a telegraphic dispatch 
from Whitelaw Reid, Which uu- 
aerstood to represent Mr. Gartield’s desire. 
Ou the $ra J called ou him in company with Mr. 
Reid. The latter said in substance, addressing 
Gen. Garfieid that ne had askeu me to come on as 
he (Garfieid) bad desired, and had told me it was 
in reierence to suggestion of my name tor Post 
master-General, aud that I had said that if the 
‘Treasury Department was likely tocometo New 
York 1 aid not want to be in the way, and that he 
Keiu) bad assured me that that was now settied. 
(Geueral Garfield, addressing me, said: ‘That is 
absolutely setlied; the Treasury Department can- 
Lot gu to New Tork Mr. Reid, coutinulng, 
said: “He nad told me that Generai Garfieid ex- 
pected to get On satisfactorily and without trouble 
wit the tactions in New York, and hoped my 
appointment, if made, would heip to chat end, but 
wished to Know Whether, in case a controvers 
should be iorced upon him, be could measure, if 
were Postmaster-Geweral, that my national a ffili- 
ations in New York would not iutertere with wy 
hearty support of bis administration. Gen. 
Garfield said, “Yes, that is all about it,” 
avd then replied that “such a coutingeuey, in 
iy judgment, will vol arise, Dut if it should and 
il accept your nomination 1 must, asa eentie- 
man, cher be loyal to ibe President or resigu.“ 
Gen. Gaifield said, “That is satisfactory.“ 
and the conversation thep turned to tbe work of 
the Post Office Deparunent. Gen. Garneld said, 
he was airaid there was sometluug very wrong in 
the cepartment itself, aud thougut if so he ex- 
pected me io nud it out and Wen plow into the 
beam, and afier tuat subsoil it. Dorsey was not 
present at this interview, nor did James see him 
neither did he call on nor meet 
Senator Conkling or Vice-president Arthur. 
Ou the 9th ol Marea James, having in the mean- 
time beeu appointea Posimaster-General, the 
President seut lor him aud brought 
up the subject of the Star Route ser- 
vice.

OUR FRIENDS ABROAD, 

During the past few weeks the people of 
the United States, who have vo sentiments 
but those of friendsnip forall the world, 
have hed two conspicuous Illustrations of 
the way in which their sentiments are re- 
eiprocated. 

Our Congress thought it was doing the 
proper thing in passing a resolution of re- 
spect to an illéstrious German who bad died 
while on u visit to,this country, The Ger- 
man Government, instead of receiving the 
resolution in the spirit in which it was of- 
fered, made it the occasion for an insult so 
contemptible that our people fail to under- 

nd what motive could prompt it. 

England, which has made a conspicuous 
failure of her government of Ireland; which 
has tried penal laws, evictions, constabulary, 
suspicion acts, and every form of tyranny 
in vain, has discovered a grudge against us. 
England, which protected the Orsini bomb- 
makers and launched the Alabama; En- 
gland, whichis unable to detect or punish 
dynamiters after they have done their work, 
has the monstrous ipsolence to take us to 
task for not preventing the whole manu- 
facture of dynamite in order that England’s 
work of repression might go on more se- 
curely. 

We, who have no feelings save those of 
friendship for all the world, are amazed 
at the impudence and insolence of such 
acts. We do not understand it at all. We 
have never thought of treating a friendly 
neighbor in that way, and are at a loss to 
know whether we ought to resent the 
insults, or to let them pass unnoticed. 

We can afford to disregard them beeayse 
we are separated by thousands of miles of 
ocean from the offenders. The truth of the 
matter is that the nations of Europe do not 
know what poace is. They live ina state of 
armed neutrality. ‘They are ready to fiy at 
each other at a moment's notice, and they 
are so much in the habit of quarreling with 
each other that they only act on instinct 
when they quarrel with us. 

The lesson ought to teach us, however, 
that we owe nothing to Europe and have no 
friendship to count on there. When diplo- 
mats and diners-out indulge in eloquent 
tributes to international friendship we ought 
to know just what it means, and the remem- 
brance of these little incidents will enabie 
us to appreciate such sentiments at their 
true value. We have been severely snubbed, 
and as the snub in one case comes from a 
nation which we have recently been inclined 
to toady we shall not regret it, if it teaches 
Americans a little lesson of patriotism much 


needed.

AN IMPORTANT STRUGGLE, 
The exigency under which Gov. SToNE- 
MAN has called an extva session ef the Cali- 
fornia Legislature is an extraordinary one. 
After trampiing on the constitution and 
laws of California, and refusing to pay State 
aud county taxes for years, the Central Pa- 
cific at last obtained one of those remarkable 
decisions for which Mr. Justice FIELD of the 
United States Supreme Court has long been 
noted in his circuit as well as on the Supreme 
Bench. According to him neither States nor 
counties nor the general public have any 
rights which a railroad corporation is bound 
to respect, and he held that the Fourteenth 
Amendment annuls all local laws taxing rail- 
road property otherwise than as the property 
of individuals is taxed. Tax discrimination as 
to use, and other discriminations which are 
universal and almost unavoidable in taxa- 
tion, he declared to be equivalent to a denial 
to corporations of the equal protection of 
the laws, and therefore forbidden by the 
Fourteenth Amendment. As this decision 
must stand as the law in California, until 
| reversed by the Supreme Court, the railroad 
went to work to prevent any appeal. State 
and counties were in close financial straits 
on account of the vast amount of back taxes 
due and uncollectabie until FEEL D's decis- 
ion can be reversed. The railroad seized | 
the opportunity to offer payment of nearly | 
one million dollars on a basis of settlement, 
which the State and county authorities, 
hard up for money, were inclined to 
accept. But. Governor SroxRMAN, who 
carried the State for the Democrats 
on the issue between the people 
and the railroad by a majority of 23,000, re- 
jected the compromise and called the Legis- 
lature in extra session to decide the matter. 

The monopoly will make a tremendous ef- 
fort to control or overreach that body, and 
its suecess in such efforts heretofore rende rs 
the result in this instance a doubtful matter. 
But itis to be hoped that nothing will be 
doue that can prevent or delay a reversal by 
the Supreme Court of Judge Fiewp’s deci- 
sion. The railroads could afford to pay $50,- 
000,000 to have that startling construction of 
the Fourteenth Amendment stand as the set- 


tled law of this country.

“We are reg ior Captain Eads’ return about 
the beginning of April.

In 
Mr. Browning's e the serpent is not a 
tempter, but à lover, himself tempted and 
enchanted, a character winsome and affable. 
And sines the python was in love with Dry- 
ope, the sculpter has sought to make the 
spectator in love not only with Dryope but 
with the python. The subject has the great 
merit of being unhackneyed, and, after all, 
the subject is the chief thing in astatue; just 
as the text is the chief thing in a sermon.

THE KIOSK SYSTEM.

Interesting Description of the Way 
Literature is Sold in Paris, 
/ 


tow the French Newspapers are Given to 
‘the Public—Talks With the Women 
and Girls Who Run the Kiosks—Inter- 


esting Figures. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Panis, February 19.—The ery of the newsboys 
is very seldom heard in the Paris streets, the sale 
ef newspapers being almost entirely confined to 
the marchandes—the female occupants of the 
queer little pavilions of wood, iron and glass, 
which are to be found on the edges of the foot- 
way of the bouievards, and are known as kiosks, 
a word derived from the Turkish kienchk, 
signifying a kind of open pavilion or sum- 
mer-house, where the Mohammedan women sit 
all day long with their children. To the American 
who comes to Paris for the first time the sides of 
the boulevards seem to be literally sown with 
these curious constructions, which are devoted 
almost exclusively to the sale of newspapers. 
These newspaper kiesks are about four feet 
broad, sometimes six sided, sometimes eight 


sided, and about ten feet in height from the 
und to the eaves of the roof, which ts in the 
orm of an ornamental dome about three feet 
high. Each of the six or eight sides consists of 
three panels or divisions. The panels around the 
base are of wood, the upper ones of glass set in a 
light framework. Oue the side facing the houses 
and the passers-by there is 4 wooden door five or 
six feet hign. The kiosk, like the newspaper, 
is an “excellent meaium for advertisements,” 
which may be pasted upon the inner surface of 
glass 3 or windows. Colored announcements 
displayed in this way are seen to advantage, and 
always look clean and bright, while after night- 
fali the gas mside the Kiosk gives them a most 
brilnant and picturesque appearance, resem- 
bling stamed glass. 80 iliumioed, the 
Kiosks may be compared to a num- 
der of immense Chinese lanterns rauged in 
a line on the boulevard. From an early hour in 
the morning until very late at night—or may be 
until a very much earlier hour next morning—the 
door of the kiosk is Open, and the passer-by 
sees in front a board sei upon tresseis, and cov- 
ered with neatly-folded hbewspapers. Inside the 
kiosk sits the newsvendor or marchande de 
rnauz. It seems to be in the nature of things 
that the occupant of the kiosk should be an old 
woman past what the Freach call acertuin age. 
She sits there with her knitting or 
mending and selis papers during perhaps 
sixteen hours out of the twenty-four every day, 
summer and winter, in sunshine and in storm.” 
some of the marchandes whose kiosks are in 
ood positions—ou the Boulevard des Capucines 
or the Boulevard des Italiens for instance—ihave 
quite a large show of newspapers. Tauey sell not 
only all the innumerable French daily papers and 
iliustrated papers, but the Londou dailies and il- 
lustrated papers, with the principal organs of the 
American, German, Italian, Spanish and Russian 
press, as well as time-tables. guides, etc. At 
Christmas time these iarge kiosks have an 
immense display of literature, of which much is 
English. The double number and the presenta- 
tion plates of the Graphie ana the Liiustrated 
London News, the Figaro and other 
similar papers are all tastefuily exposed arouud 
the marchande’s little shop to catch the eye of 
the waudering Briton. The Kiosks are the 
principal depots for newspapers in Paris. Book- 
stalls exist in the raiiway stations, and little 
news-shops may be found in the passages, but as 
arule the Parisian buys his news, aper at the 
kiosk. The marchande on the great boulevards 
has ber copies vrought damp from the press 
BY MEN CALLED PORTEURS, 
the women in lore out-of- 
the-way places have to buy their 
apers at the offices. The Kiosks were 
rst established in Paris in 1857 by the Com- 
agnie des Kiosques Lumineux,“ or “Luminous 
Liosk Company.” The respoustole director of 
the company was an Englishman named urant. 
The company having prepared and patented a 
model, a right was granted them by the Prefect- 
ure of the Seine to erect kiosks in the streets 
and on the boulevards oi Paris. These construc- 
tious were not only intended as a material cou— 
venience to the public, but also as a medium for 
advertising. Tuey were built at the company's 
expense on condition that they should become 
the property of the city on the expiration of the 
richt, which will be at the end of the present year, 
For a long time the enterprise seemed destined to 
shipwreck. During the first eleven years—from 
1857 10 1868—ihe capital, $40,000, in 400 shares of 
$100 each, was sunk three times and sulfscribed 
again. The vumber of Klosks specified in the 
convention was 127. These the coubauy agreed to 
keep in repair and light and recousiruct, should 
they be destroyed by any cause whatsoever. This 
last clause of the couvention proved a very un- 
foriunate one for the coinpany, Wich Was obliged 
to revuild the Klosks Gdemo.ished during the 
elections of 1869 aud during the siege and Com- 
mune in 1871. The cost of rebuilding exceeded 
altogether $30,000. Since its estabilshment the 
Compagne des Kivsques Lumiueux has under- 
gone several trausformatious. Tuat name no 
longer exists, since it is now literally the 
„Anonymous Society of Diurnal and 
Nocturnal Advertising.” The present 
capital of the company is $87.500; in 1875 
shares Of $100 each, or more than double the Orig- 
inal capital. There are at present 350 Kiosks 
in Paris which have been built at different times 
since the commencement of the enterprise, The 
cost Of Construction is on an average about $200 
each. The anoual current expenses are: Paiutl- 
ing and repairs, $20; gas, $20. Tue reat paid to 
the city, the tax levied upou coustruetious On the 
public street, tie right io pubiish advertisements, 
and sunury expelses, amount to $80. In short, 
the disbursements of ihe company 
$120 per Kiosk. Tue proilis 
the enterprise are derived from the 
letting of the kiosks to the marchandes and the 
panels to advertisers. The average of the rents 
is $2 per Kiosk per mouth. Of the 350 Kiosks 
belonging to the company 300 at most are ten- 
anted, Some of them are managed by two and

From at least fifteen per cent. of 
the tenants the company can obtain no rent, wut 
has no power to eject defauiters, because he mar- 
chandes are nomuated by the cuy authorities, 
Why alone have the right to dispossess them.

But the- 
applications are immensely iu excess of the num 
ber of kiosks, Some of the Klosks are tem 
anted by women who sell fiowers, but no mar 
ehande may sell both flowers and newspapers- 
nur may a marchande de fleurs Sell other than 
cut flowers; flowers in pots are forbidden in the 
Kiosks.
